EXPLANATION OF EXEMPTIONS 

SUBSECTIONS OF TITLE 5, UNITED STATES CODE, SECTION 552 

(b) (1) (A) specifically authorized under criteria established by an Executive order to be kept secret in the interest of national defense or 
foreign policy and (B) are in fact properly classified pursuant to such Executive order; 

(b) (2) related solely to the internal personnel rules and practices of an agency; 

(b) (3) specifically exempted from disclosure by statute (other than section 552b of this title), provided that such statute (A) requires that 

the matters be withheld from the public in such a manner as to leave no discretion on the issue, or (B) establishes particular criteria for 
withholding or refers to particular types of matters to be withheld; 

(b) (4) trade secrets and commercial or financial information obtained from a person and privileged or confidential; 

(b) (5) inter-agency or intra-agency memorandums or letters which would not be available by law to a party other than an agency in litigation 
with the agency;

(D) could reasonably be expected to disclose the identity of a confidential source, including a State, local, or foreign agency or authority 
or any private institution which furnished information on a confidential basis, and, in the case of record or information compiled by 
a criminal law enforcement authority in the course of a criminal investigation, or by an agency conducting a lawful national security 
intelligence investigation, information furnished by a confidential source, (E) would disclose techniques and procedures for law enforce¬ 
ment investigations or prosecutions, or would disclose guidelines for law enforcement investigations or prosecutions if such disclosure 
could reasonably be expected to risk circumvention of the law, or (F) could reasonably be expected to endanger the life or physical 
safety of any individual; 

(b) (8) contained in or related to examination, operating, or condition reports prepared by, on behalf of, or for the use of an agency responsible

Presently the best case in the Bureau is the above mentioned! 
case; and it is believed that this case will probably develop a big ring of 
obscene literature dealers and manufacturers, and a successful solution of 
the case will probably go a long way toward curtailing the dissemination of foie 
obscene literature in this country. Two men are assigned exclusively to 
the investigation in the Clevela nd Office, and the New Y ork Office is keeping 
under constant surveillance bothjJin an effort to 


locate their plant and there is somepossibility that this surveillance might 
have already succeeded; however this yet remains to be seen pending some further 
investigation. One interstate shipment susoeptible of proof was recently 
made from New York to Baltimore. This shipment consisted of approximately 
fifteen thousand obscene comic cartoon books and various types of obscene 
literature and obscene playing cards. This case is receiving vigorous at¬ 
tention . 


The Laboratory has established central files of obscene matter which 
has come into the possession of the Bureau in connection with its investigation 
of obscene literature cases. These files are broken down'as follows; 

File of obscene cartoons and pamphlets 

File of obscene photographs and playing cards 

File of obscene movies 

File of 32-page type-set readers 

File of bound books 

Card index of obscene titles 

The purpose of these files is to determine by comparison of the 
obscene material the extent of distribution and the sources of obscene matter. 
The Laboratory now feels that it has a representative selection of obscene 
material distributed nationally and after all of this material has been 
coordinated properly a comprehensive report will.be prepared upon the Lab¬ 
oratory’s findings. The Laboratory anticipates that this project will be 
concluded within sixty days.

The question of the examination of the machines as well as the plates and other 
paraphernalia has arisen and has become especially important because of the fact 
that the great majority of all obscene literature seized in the different dis- ^ 
tricts in the United States is being identified as prepared at this place. As "ij

Several of the summary reports already completed 
show the work of cer tain carto onists and additional specimens were forwarded to 
Miami to be shown to l | in order to clear up certain additional features 

as to the individuality of the artists. Some of the artists in New York have been 
tentatively identified and some of the models who appeared in the pictures have 
likewise been tentatively identified so that it will shortly be possible to show 
not only the manufacturer but the original origin of much of the material. It is 
believed that for adequate treatment a room should be provided in which this 
materia r l may be properly mounted and kept for examination. Undoubtedly additional

You may be interested to know that this Bureau recently 
investigated a large syndicate operating in Mew York City which 
was responsible for the nationwide distribution of obscene literature 
similar to the sample which you provided. The ringleaders of this 
organization have already been sentenced to imprisonment in Federal 
penal institutions and it is believed that the results of that case 
will have a very salutary effect upon the curtailment of further 
violations of this nature. Investigation in that case was based 
upon a violation of the Federal Statute which prohibits the inter¬ 
state transportation of obscene literature by meana of express or 
other common carrier, which is the type of offense coming under 
the jurisdiction of this Bureau. 


The enclosure which you provided has been retained for 
possible future use and comparison with similar exhibits which 
may later coma into our possession.

In reaching his estimate of 100 days’ work, Inspector Harbo did .

For record purposes and for inclusion in the Administrative File 
there is set forth below the write-up on the above-captioned file for 
inclusion in the Annual Report for the fiscal year of 1944. 

Since the organization of the Laboratory in 1932 there have been 
received from Field Divisions of the Bureau, and other law enforcement 
agencies, various pornographic articles seized from subjects under investi¬ 
gation. in 1942 there was a considerable increase in the number of submissions* 
This was due to the intensive efforts on the part of the Agents of the Bureau 
to prosecute organized interstate distribution of obscene literature. In 
order to handle the increased submissions a special unit and file were set up 
in the Laboratory. 

As specimens were received in the Laboratory from different geographic 
and jurisdictional areas, they were inter-compared with the idea of securing 
leads as to the number and location of the various manufacturers and distribution 
centers. The specimens were classified according to the means of reproduction 
used and a file was set up to simplify such comparisons. 

The file is divided into eight sections which are as follows: 

1. Cartoon pamphlets 


2. narrative style booklets 


3. photographs 

4. Playing cards 

5. Motion picture stills for projection in penny projectors and viewers. 


6♦ Motion pictures 

7. Bound books 

8. Miscellaneous 





The usefulness of this particular file was readily apparent within 
a short time after it had been started. The percentage of 'identifications 
effected within a relatively short time from the inception of this file 
reached approximately 80# with sulsnissions from maiy different sources 
linked together, pointing toward a common source. The file further serves a 
useful purpose in indicating to the various contributors of obscene material the 
possible source of the evidence submitted. As a result of many inter-comparisons

it was apparent that at least one large manufacturing and distribution center 
was in Hew York City and in the latter part of 1942 a large clandestine printing 
shop was located and raided in that city. 

In the spring of 1943 it was decided, in view of the tremendous amount 
of National Security cases in the Laboratory, to discontinue for the time being 
examinations of obscene material unless such examinations were necessary for 
prosecutive action. This, of course, reduced in a large measure the number of 
submissions from interested agencies. However, even with the reduced number of 
specimens submitted for examination, 172 identifications were effected during 
the past fiscal year. 

With the cessation of hostilities on the various war fronts, the 
Obscene File will probably again be placed in an active status without any 
restrictions on submissions. 

It is interesting to note that during the past fiscal year a number 
of persons who had appeared in various photographs have been at least tentatively 
identified and that the probable source of much motion picture film presently 
in circulation throughout Jihe country was believed to be in California.

cution. Since that time the Bureau has been able to train sufficient personnel 
so that the Obscene Lit^r?ture File is again up-to-date and active. It will 
be possible to search current material recovered during field investigations 
against such material in the file and add appropriate specimens thereto. When¬ 
ever obscene material is submitted to the Laboratory for examination and rearch 
against the Obscene Literature File, the contributor should specify wh'.t m or ' 0 ?i* 
tion should be made of it, i.e, whether it can be disposed of at the bureau or 
whether it should be returned to the field office. This procedure is desirable 
inasmuch as the articles transmitted can be sorted and compared against other 
specimens already on file in the Laboratory and duplicates disposed of. 
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Reference is made to Special Agent J. A. Martin’s memorandum to 
Mr. Coffey dated August 1, 1944 requesting the Investigative Division to 
state whether there exists any objection to thejjlimination of^buming of 
all or part of the obscene material contained'Trithe files mentioned in this 
memorandum. It is understood that the Laboratory intendB to maintain 
representative <rtiniples of all of the various obscene materials which Have 
been submitted to the Bureau, Provided such samples are preserved, there 
wptfld eppdar to be no objection'to the elimination by burning of all of the 
,/fiuplicate specimens. It is felt that the Investigative Division should defer 
the judgment of the Laboratory in this regard# 
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/ However, with special reference to the exhibits which are described as 
'Aj&'acellaneous exhibits sent to the Laboratory by the Investigative Division 1 ' It 
ia pointed out that this material was obtained as a result of considerable expense 
and is practically impossible of duplication. SLnce it is felt that this material 

S ossesaes potential Investigative value and since it can all be maintained in a 
oT 5 manlla envelope, the Laboratory is being requested to keep these exhibits 
and t hey Shou ld not be destroyed. 

It is also suggested that prior to the burning of these exhibits, the 
Supervisor handling obscene matter should have an opportunity to peruse these 
specimens in order that it may be definitely ascertained that no exhibits having 
investigative or evidentiary value are designated for destruction.
